THE TAJ MAHAL 


The: Mogul architecture of the 
early part of the seventeenth cent 
ury us seen in the towns of N W 
India betokens such perfect sym- 
metty, grace, and beauty of form 


that its designers seem to. hyve 
been inspired with the highest i- 
deals of art, which almost belong 
to another worldliness, As the 
Greek sculptors of old in their work 
succeeded 1n transcending human- 


j ity, showing how man might have 


been created: mstead of how he 
had been created, so the Mogul 
architects succeeding iu surpass- 
ing all the knowledged canons of 
architectural beauty. Tueir crea- 
tions appear, to speak of a former 
existence in the fabled world, that 
the modern payun loves to recall 
when he walks in aland whére le- 
gend trembles in the flowers aud 
whispers in the trees. The many 
exquisite, Mogul buildings, the 
prece-de-resistance is the Taj Mah- 
al; or to give it its correct name, 
Taj bibi ke Kosa, the tomb of the 
Crown Lady. 


The Taj, as it is popularly cuall- 
ed, is the tomb erected by Shah 
Jehan, the Palace Builder in 1680 
A.D. ut Agra to the sucred memory 
of hie betoved wife, Mumtaz Mahal, 
the Chosen of the Palace, an ex- 
tremely’ beautiful woman anda 
faithful wife. She bore Jehan 
fourteen children,,but in giving 
birth to her last child she died. 
The conception of the Taj was de- 
jightfully poetic in thought, The 
site selected-by the husband was 
among her loved flowery treasures 
and fragrant shrubs- the Queen’s 
garden, And now she lieth lapped 
im her garden under the most 
wonderful mausoleum in the world, 
a monunient of art which is a stand- 
ing tribute to. womanly grace and 
purity. 


The Tay, traditionally said to be 
designed by a ‘Uurk, or Persian, 
Ustad by name, took twenty thou- 
sand men gathered from India, 
Ariaba, Persia, and probably Italy, 
according to different historians.

way, E.R.F.C. In Ottawa the Royal 
Naval College also hopes to take up 
the game. Snglish rugby football is 
further played to a great extent in 
Winnipeg, extreme Eastern Canada, 
British Columbia and California, 
where it has in recent years taken 
the place of the American game. 

While it is not the wish of English 
rugby clubs in Canada to try and 
make converts to the British game, 
yet they feel that it is time that Can- 
ada, especially on account of her closu 
situation to Great Britain, be able to 
put a fifteen in the field under Brit 
ish rugby rules and capable of hold- 
ing its own against representative 
teams of Great Britain, or any of her 
overseas dominions. 

This would make one game of fugby 
throughout the Empire and induce 
British, as well as the teams of South | 
Africa, Australia, and New Zealand 
to visit Canada. 

Almost 500 first class clubs are mem- 
bers of the British Rugby Football 
Union, and these clubs are spread all 
over the world, the head office of the 
rugoy board being in London, Eng: 
‘and, 

The rules governing the British 
game have changed considerably since 
the game was lust played in these 
parts of Canada, now many years ago, 
and the gene as played to-day is, no 
doubt, the fastest, exciti and most 
spectacular game of football in exist 
ence, 

There are lots of men in this coun- 
try who Khow and have played the 
grand old game, and many will prob 
ably come forward now and help the 
game along in the Dominion. 

An English International team will 
probably visit Canada in the spring 
of next year. 


Montreal Is Changing. 


The aspect of the City of Montrea! 
—in fact, the Taland of Montreal—i« 
changing rapidly, dav by day. The 
spread of the residental areas west- 
ward, and northwarl, is simply nhen. 
omenal. The downtown _ section, 
which at the present time, is extend- 
Ine aa far as Ontario étreet, Is being 
rapidly given over to the ever-in. 
creasing demands of business, Num- 
hers of old churches have. already 
disappeared, within the last few 
years, and more will disapnear in the 
near future. Old landmarks are dis. 
appearing and new ones are taking 
their place. 

For years to come there will con- 
tinue a succession of pulling down 
and building-uwn. each fresh instance 
showing that the founders of Mont 


real never realized the proportions 
to which {t wou'd attain. A few 
figures will show succinctly what 


the growth of Montreal has been, and 
what may be expected in the future. 

The ponulation {in 1800 was 9,000; 
1816, 16.000; 1825, 22.000; 1852,, 57,700; 


1900, 262.260; in 1905, there waa an 
estimated population of 291,092; in 
1906 after the annexation of 8t. 


Henry, St. Cunegonde and Villerav, 
it was 337,498 and in 19MA, 352,500. 
The present population of Montreal 
and its suburbs {is probably about 
half a million. 

The rapid erowth of the City of 
Montreal, is shown by the fact that 
in 1883 its area was 4,624 acres; which 
had grown to 5,972 acres in 19M. 
Ten years later with varions annexa- 
tions, it had reached the extent of 
95,747 acres, or over 40 sq@ire miles. 

Since 1868 the taxable real estate 
of the city head increased in value 
ten times over, from $39,174,120 to 
$319,341,616 in 1910, In the same 

riod the value of exempt vronerty 

ad increased from $6,017,800 to 
$109,192,499. 


Shoes With Toes.

Germany has partitions to separate 
the wearer's toes. ‘The interior of 
these shoes terminates in soft pads 
pressing against the foot, so that the 
thrust in walking is taken at the base 
of the toes instead of the point.
